on the outside of every vessel, can or 
package containing such milk, the words 
"Skimmed Milk," and finch milk shall 
only be sold in or retailed out of a can, 
vessel or package so marked.

the curious and unique history of Rhode 
Island, tho CAKP. stands thus:—The pres- 
ent system is masterly, both theoretically 
and practically; theoretically, because it 
makes a readjustment of power almost 
impossible; practically, because it satis- 
fies the voters, mid does not in tor fern 
with the prosperity of the state.

this, the system is interesting as it 'illus- 
trates tbe results of a very limited suf- 
frage, such as has been recommended 
from time to time by the reformers and 
enthusiasts.

Sciences, and in 1877 of the .Spanish 
Academy. 
At home he was the honored

himself described in "Hyperion" as "this

laying wood and steel with gold and sil- 
ver, "ft kind of mosaic engraving and 
sculpture united—called damaskeening— 
with which boxes, bureaus and swords 
are ornamented.

Tlie 
Legislature wonld be justified in provid- 
ing that whore a man has so indulged in 
drink as to have tainted his blood .and thus 
made it probable that his offsprings will 
take by inheritance a tendency to vicious 
courses, that fact alono should be good 
ground fora divorce, although he may in 
all other cases be a kind, indulgent hus- 
band, able and willing to give his wife an 
abundant support."
